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AS TO. INDEMNITIES 


In these days, when business 
men of the United States are giv- 
ing so much attention to methods 
for developing the _republic’s 
commercial relations with other 
nations, it ig pertinent to under- 
stand that there is a very close 
relationship between American 
foreign trade and the indemnity 
which Germany will be called up- 
on to pay to the allies, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. Al- 
though the United States may not 
receive much direct benefit from 
the indemnity, indirectly it will 
derive great and lasting advan- 
tage. In the first place, this na- 
tion cannot prosper or expand 
its industries to any extent if 
the other nations of the world 
are not prosperous. 

A great amount of restoration 
work must be done before the 
European peoples can be ex- 
pected to renew industrial activi- 
ties. Much machinery and many 
construction materials must be 
purchased in countries ready to 
supply them before production 
can begin. The indemnitiegs to 
be paid to France, Belgium and 
other European nations will 
greatly strengthen their credit 
and place them in a position to 
buy the materials needed to re- 
store their industries. It is well 
understood that the strain and 
stress of more than four years 
of war have placed some of the 
mmancial assistance. heir credit 
has been impaired to such an ex- 
tent that unless help were forth- 
coming their progress toward re- 
eovery would be slow indeed. It 
is taken for granted that the 
industries of the nations des 
poiled by Germany will be help- 
ed before those of Germany. 
Therefore, the transference of 
German resources to the allied na- 
tions in the payment of the in- 
demnity will go a long way to- 
ward restoration of the com. 
merte and industry of the peo- 
ples receiving such payments 
Germany’s industries are today 
practically intact. Her chief 
needg are raw materials and food 
These Germany will be enabled 
to purchase to the extent of her 
own depleted . credit: 

It goes without saying that 
most of the machinery, tools 
and materials needed for resto 
ration work must come from thc 
factories of the United States 
The manufacturers of this coun- 
try are ready to furnish. these ar 
ticles and at short notice. Hence 
a thing of immediate necessity 
to restore chaotie industrial con- 
ditions abroad and to encourage 
the international trade of the 
United States, is the payment of 
the indemnity by Germany. In 
fact, the international commerce 
of the world will receive almost 
immediate acceleration when thc 
amount and terms of paymeni 
have been announced. This, 31
